AMOTHER GAS. 
Hlighiy important Discovery. 

Those excellent che Professors Silli- 
inaw and Warts, have succeeded ie produciaz 
a new end cheap illuminatiug , tae process 
of manufacture and merits of which are re- 
lated as follows in the Evening Posi: 

The first step is te brieg very h heated 
steam into @ clay retort, in which pure aa- 
thracite coal ie burniag. The coal ts parcly 
carbon, the steam, of course, consists of the 
same cicments a6 water—that is, the two 
gases, oxygen end hydrogen. Now, the 
vkygen of the sicam combines with the coal 
or carbon, and forms the gas koown as oxide 
of carbon, leaving also the hydrogea yas ree. 
These two - ure thas produced in equal 
volume. y are both casily combuastiole, 
and burp wilh an intense heat, althougu they 
give, when buruiag, hardly aay lwht. 

These gases arc then mixed witb the com- 
mon 7 gas, made by distilling bita- 
minous coal. The mixture, it ls fouud by ex- 

ment, form «a briilisntly-buraing as, 
which is better, in some respects, tumn the 
bes! of that with which our houses are usually 
lighted; for example, it is more permaseat 
under exposure tosevere cold. Bat the main 
age is in the saving of expense. I¢ is 
t this method turns water, and the 
whole weight of anthracite coal used, isto 
iilumivating gas; while the old process yields 
im gas Oaly the volatile part of the bituminous 
coal thrown off in distiliation. Unless the new 
method imvolves ap enormous expense for 
heat and machinery, therefore, the saving by 
it must be larye. 

In point of fact, Messrs. Sillimanaod Wartz 
assures us that they are able practicaily to add 
fifiy per cent to the amount of iiaminating 
gas Obtained from a given expenditure of coal 
or, what is the same thing, Ww save one-\hi 
of thie fuel now used io making gas. The re- 
sult bas been attained in their experimental 
works, erected near New Haven simost a year 
ago, and It is understood that the gas works 
of that city are about to be recoastracted ac- 
cording to the new method, when it will have 
a full trial on « escale. Shoaid their an- 
tleipation be coofirmed, the result will be an 
important addition to the comfort of nearly 
every houschold In the land. Indeed, 
calculation will show that a siviaz of One- 
bird ia the cost of artificial light throughout 
the U nited States would be an iamvdiate cvn- 
tribution to the wealth of the country, acta- 
ally ammounting for the first yerr to more than 
heif the interest of the national debt; aud to- 
cee every succcediag year. 

The inventors have obtained letters patent, 
covering afl that is new In their methods and 
apperatas, and will soon offer “The Amengan 
System of Hydro-Varbon Gas Maaufscture” 
to the public. The results will be awaited
